How to form a USFM Regiment 

The USFM is founded upon having a county regiment in every county in the 
USA. If there is no yellow sheet included with this letter, it simply means 
that while we surely must have members in your county, we have not received 
information that at least 12 or more are ready to form a regiment. It is 
required that at least 12 militiamen be ready to form a regiment. So, it 
might very well be up to you to get it started. See the sheet on "types" 
of USFM membership. If you wish a regular membership let us know. If you 
must take a supporting membership, let us know. BUT, IF YOU WISH TO TAKE 
A COMMAND POSITION, YOU MUST, out of necessity, RETURN THE COMMAND APPLICA¬ 
TION. It is up to you. As a member in a command position, you would have 
a major amount of input not only in the county regiment, but in the state 
militia as well. 

Approach your friends and those you feel would be interested in taking 
back America and returning it to a fully Constitutional Republic. Have 
them send for an application as soon as possible. We're running out of 
precious time. As soon as they have received their applications and NGS has 
approved them as members, then you need to hold a meeting. At this meeting, 
you should decide who should be the commander of the regiment. If that 
person has not yet submitted a commander's application, it must be done 
ASAP. Only upon approval by the NGS will he be accepted as the regimental 
commander. As soon as your regiment has an approved commander, you will 
then hold another meeting. At this meeting you will discuss the commanders 
of the infantry, reconnaissance, logistics, communications, public relations 
and Chaplin. These positions MUST BE FILLED WITH PEOPLE THAT YOU KNOW AND 
TRUST. THEY MUST KNOW WHAT THEIR JOBS WILL INVOLVE AND THEY MUST BE UNCON - 
DITIONALLY QUALIFIED. Example... the commander of communications cannot 
be a person that doesn't even have a phone! The reconnaissance officer 
MUST BE VERY FAMILIAR WITH THE COUNTY and the counties around your regiment. 
The state commander can remove from position, any commander under his com¬ 
mand whom he feels that is not qualified. Or has shown that he is not qual¬ 
ified . 

Now, you have at least 12 members, a commander in each of the command pos¬ 
itions, you're ready to go. If each member brings in 10 members each, you 
now have 132 members, ALL PATRIOTS, and you're very much on your way. The 
state commander will have met with your regiment well before that time. 

Of the $15.00 donation that your members sent in with their applications, 
$5.00 will have been returned to your regiment for advertising in your 
local area for new members. That would be $660.00 @ 132 members. This will 
pay for a lot of ads in the local papers and print a lot of copies of in¬ 
formation for the unfound local PATRIOTS. After you have 1000 members, 
it will grow rapidly to $5,000.00 just for your county regiment's use. 

It snow balls very fast, believe us. But all membership applications must 
come to us. This way we can find out which are the feds trying to get in! 

By the way, the other $5.00 stays in your state and is used for generalized 
advertisment and literature for statewide distribution. It all helps your 
local county regiment when applications come in, they are returned to your 
county regiment when it is from your county. 

So as you can see, it is easy to form a USFM regiment. There are several 
very important points to make that must be followed to the max. One is, 
the feds will ALWAYS BE TRYING TO INFILTRATE YOUR COUNTY REGIMENT! They 
try to obtain command officer positions. That way they can obtain communica- 


tion codes, manpower info, weapons practice info, etc., etc! Keep the 
bastards out. Our weakest link is at the local level. Believe us, we know 
that we HAVE NOT BEEN INFILTRATED ON THE STATE AND NATIONAL LEVEL. At those 
levels, we are very much aware of ALL WHO ARE IN COMMAND. To obtain state 
or national level command position requires a close, almost "family" tie 
situation between all of the commanders. If you so desire a state level 
command position, you must state that on the application. All national 
command positions are appointed by the National General Staff[N.G.S.] only. 
There are currently 24 Regional Commanders. 


Of course Patriot, we will be there to help you and your regiment along 
the way. It takes a little while to get started. But once you have the 
12 members working on membership, it grows real fast. There are literally 
thousands in your area looking for help as Patriots. Just like yourself, 
they know that America is in deep trouble. And just voting won't do it. 
They are looking for an organization like the USFM. 


Remember also, that the donation of $15.00 a year is a minimum and if people 
want to help more by sending in more money that is okay. We are a Not-For- 
Profit organization. To date, no one has ever been paid one copper penny 
for their work or time as Patriotic members of the USFM. 


Also Patriot, as soon as you join the USFM, you will be sent a letter of 
approval to duplicate our applications for membership. Until you get this 
letter please do not use our SM or service mark, the USFM or United States 
Free Militia on any thing. You will, after forming your regiment, be ap¬ 
proved to design and use your own flag for your militia. You need to find 
out the "number" of your county. Most states have their counties numbered. 
An example would be: 


Calhoun County 11th Regiment 
Alabama & United States Free Militia 

or 

Talladega County 61st Regiment 
Alabama & United States Free Militia 


Flags are expensive but you need only one for parades and your meeting 
room. Use the same flag for both. Each June there is a national Second 
Amendment Rally on the steps of the Lincoln Memorial in W.D.C. The USFM 
has a membership info both there. We will have a flag[USFM] at the meeting. 
Watch for it on CSPAN and the other major news stations. It is good public 
relations to have a color guard in local parades. It helps gain members. 

And it lets people know that we are there for them, protecting them and 
their rights and the Constitution, the Declaration of Independence and 
their UNALIENABLE RIGHTS. They need to know this. 

Once again, we thank you for requesting this infomation. Please safe¬ 
guard it as much as possible. While we openly advertise and have public 
relations persons, and actual recruitment offices, like the one I am in 
at this moment, we are a very secret organization. Out of necessity due 
to the paranoia and distrust of its citizens by the unconstitutional 
government in W.D.C. And they have good reason to be... they know what 
they have done to America... put us 5 trillion dollars in debt and all but 
destroyed our Bill of Rights, and the Constitution. The bastards know what 
is coming. Anyone that has ever studied American History knows. 


You can even apply for state commander if the office is open in your 
state. All of this will be worked out after you return your application 
and are approved for membership. 

As soon as you are approved for membership, you will be contacted again 
by myself. Your application has been assigned to me so I will be your 
personal contact on the national level. Whenever you write to me, always 
put the letters KW after the Box Holder on the address. That will get 
it sent to my attention at the processing office. We have five national 
recruiting offices in the USA. Until you are told otherwise, always 

use the Alabama address. Your regional number is_. Remember this 

number as it is very important. Write it on top of your application. 

We must be very careful. The feds are continually trying to infiltrate 
us. But we have people in the right places too. We know what they know 
about us. Each time they try to infiltrate, they are found out and caught 
and booted out. We do a national back round check on all applications 
for command positions. We must out of necessity. We started in 1990. 
and went public in 1994. This is our big recruiting year. We are open 
in our recruiting but very secretive. We are now the second largest 
national militia. Soon we will be the largest. 

There is a good chance we will meet later this year. I will attend the 
Second Amendment Rally in W.D.C. in June. I will be in the Harrisburg 
PA area for meetings the first week in May. I will be in your state 
sometime this year. I am looking forward to meeting you Patriots. In 
the mean time, take care. Always put America first.

The Congress of the United States of America. 

Under the power and authority of Article 1 of the Bill of Rights of the Constitution of the United States of
